was seen coming from an areaway 
near his home. He was wearing only 
Ms trousers, undershirt and slippers 
and had no hat. He was caught after 
a pursuit of several blocks, during 
which

Phots at him. He said he had been 
hiding from his Wife. 


Although an effort had been made 


to clean away the ataJns on the lloor 
and in the apartment there was blood 
in many places, and the prints of 
hands all &*er the walls. 


The man and woman had been dead 


many hours when the police arrived 
and when asked why she had not 
notified the police before, Mrs. Kreig 
leger simply replied that she "must 
have fallen asleep." 


The police believe that it was the 


murderer's intention to hum Chris- 
topher's body, but that he was fright- 
ened away before he could do away 
with the evidence of his crime. 


In the dead man's pocket was found 


a letter written to him by Miss 
Franklin. It said: 


"1 must see you alone. I tried to 


tet you on the telephone, but could 
not. 
She-was terribly beaten up. He 


has the heart and soul scared out oC 
her.
